LIFTING HEAVY WEIGHTS. 
The Secret of the Success of Topham, the 
Phenomenon 


Topham lifted a weight of nearly three 
thousand pounds by the use of the strength 
of his whoie body, says the St. Louis Globe 
Democrat. He stood with a well-balanced 
frame-work heavily loaded, and to be raised 
by broad straps, two passing over his 
shoulders and two attached to a strong 
waistband. The lifting power was obtained 
by straightening his lower limbs almost 
straight just before lifting, and at the same 
time slightly raising his shoulders. The 
heavily loaded frame-work was thus raised 
an inch or two, a very slight swayi 
movement showing the spectators that 
was really free from all contact with the 
ground. 

So powerful was Topham’s frame for this 
sort of work that he was backed to pull
